Weill doing, like charity, begins at home, but does 
notend there. Christianity does not consist in excel- 
ling in any one thing, but in striving to excel in every- 
thing that is good. S.me people have the habit of 
appearing very religious when away from home and 
among religious people, but show no signs of being 
religious at home, and especially in the family. Taey 
are very religious when they get on their good clothes, 
tnd are beyoud the reach of those who are acquainted 
With their daily life, or when they ean show off to ad- 
Vantage at a conference, convention, or camp-meeting 
years ago there waea man living in the State 
ol M—— who always attended the camp-meeting, and 
Was Very religious camp meeting week. He was one 
of the first men om the gtound, and would begin to 
thout and cry “Glory” and “Amen” as soon as they 
began to put up the tents. ‘Those who did not kiow 
t be was an “Israelite indeed.” His relig- 
ion generally lasted him two or three weeks after the 
Camp meeting closed. With the exception of about 
One month in the year, he was a cross and disagreeable 
= He was ugly in his family. His wife and chil- 
were made uohappy by bis wicked talk and um 
‘reatment. His wife was a pious, patient woman, 


tad had but little domestic peace except about one 


hentia the year, Week alter week she would long 
Samp-mecting week to come, that abe might have s 
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few days of comfort in her own home. One day, dur- 
ing the camp-meeting, this very pious man arocee and 
gave a very powerful exhortation, if there is power in 
loud and rapid talk. He said he “thanked God for 
camp meetings.” He then clapped his hands and 
shouted awhile and sat down, When he took his seat 
the wife arose, and, with much deliberation, said, “I, 
too, thank God for camp-meetings; I love to go to the 
camp-meeting, for I always get a new husband.” The 
speech was electrical. The people saw the point, and 
were satisfied that “she kaew him.” He did no more 
shouting during that camp-meeting. 

A man should have religion and manifest it when 
absent from home—not only in religious meetings, but 
iu all the businees walks of life. The man who isa true 
Christian will do that. Nor will he be obliged to pro: 
claim from “the house top” that he is a follower of 
Jesus, that the people may know it; they will judge 
the man by his life. If a man does not manifest his re- 
ligion in the family, where it is more needed than in 
any other p'ace, he will fail of doing his duty. “He 
will deny the faith, and be worse than an infidel’— 
worse than an unbeliever. There are many unbeliév- 
era who make their homes pleasant, They are kind to 
their wives and children, They do not “deny the faith,” 
for they never hid any. If a man professes to be a 
Obristian, he ought t> be far better than unbelievers, or 
“infidels.” 
especially for his own house,” he practically repudiates 
bie religion. He may profess to believe in Jesus, but 
“in works he denies him.” 

There are many things iosplied in the duty to “pro- 
vide for our own” besides the mere bread-a:.d-butter 
question. A mao professing godliness should provide 
a religious home for his family; he should have a fam- 
ily altar; he should not let the light go out in his own 
household, If he can no’ illuminate the town, or even 
the school district in which he lives, he can illuminate 
the home. He can provide snch comforts for the wife 
es financial resources will permit. If the wife is neg- 
lected; if she is treated as a domestic, or “help,” in the 
family, and not as an equal, there will be but little joy 
and sunshine in the household. The husband is geaer- 
ally too much dependent on the wife for his own hap- 
piness and success ia life to subject her to any unnec 
essary burden, or to deprive ber of any rational enjoy- 
ment, 

A Christian father should provide liberally for his 
children. It is not money they need, nor costly rai- 
ment, nor gay parties; butasupply to their physical, 
intellectual, and social wants—to promote the growth 
of every God-given power, that they may thereby be 
Gitted for greater usefalness in the world. 

When a father has proviaed a house, food, and rai- 
ment tor his children, he has done but part of his whole 
daty. A kind-hearted man wonld feed his horse well, 
and protect him from the cold, and doctor him when 
sick. Ohildren have intellectual, social, and religious 
wants that the noble horse does not possess, They 
need books and papers adapted to their sge and intel- 
leotual capacity. In childhood they need something 
simple—something to read that they can understand ; 
and they need many illustrations to attract attention 
and to increase their interest in the reading-matter of 
the book or periodical. You would not send a boy to 
Sunday-scnool wearing his father’s bat, coat, or bots; 
neither should you compel the httle fellow to read such 
books and papers, and on/y such, as his father reads, 
He will grow to it in time, and even outgrow the father 


intellectually, provided’ he has the right kind of intel- |. 


lectual food, and enough of it, in childhood and youth. 

A wise, Christian father will provide a pleasant home 
for his children, , He will make home ao attractive that 
they will have no desire to spend their evenings in 
sbops and ealoons, wsere rowdies congregate. They 
can find amusements at home that are enjyable and 
elevating ; and so they are kept in the home afier night 
fall, and age taught “the way im whioh they should go,” 


If he fails to “provide for his own, and 
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It takes something more than great wealth to provide. 
for the wants of children, Great wealth has ruinedas 
many children as extreme poverty.* Parents 
study their children’s wants, and sacrifice, if need be 
their own personal comfort to supply them. Many 
children have come to grief on account of parental 
neglect. . It costs something to provide for the wants of 
children; but when they come to manhood and woman- 
hood under proper intellectual, social, and religious in- 
fiuences, they are worth all the eost, and far more. 

“He that provideth not for his own, and specially for 
those of his own house, hath denied the faith, and is 
worse than an infidel.”

BODIES UF THE SAINTS. 


“And the graves were opened; and many bodies of the 
sainte which slept arose, and came out of their graves after 
his resurrection. and went into the holy city, and appeared 
anto many.” Matt. 27: 52, 53, 

This statement of Matthew gives no reason why 
these bodies of the saints arose. It does not say “many 
of the saints came out of their graves,” but it says that 
bodies arose out of their graves after Christ’s body was 
reanimated—after his resurrection these bodies came out 
of the graves, - 

The historian is very particular to say “bodies of the 
saints,” and certainly authorizes the idea that nothing 
but bodies came out of the graves. It is also true that 
nothing can come out of the graye that was not first 
put intoit. The body of Jesus only was given to Joseph, 
who “took the body and laid it in his own new tomb,” 
and at his resurrection that body only came out.of the 
grave or tomb—the Christ had been in paradise—bis 
body only was in the tomb. 

It is assumed by some. that.these were resurrected 
saints, and that they ascended to heaven with the Mese 
siah some forty days after their resurrection Matthew 
does not 0 state, but that these bodies went into the 
holy city and appeared unto many. This is their whole 
history. These bodies were not bodies of ancient sajnts, 
probably, but bodies of saints formerly known to the 
living inhabitants of Jerusalem. These bodies walked 
into the holy sity and doubtless appeared to their former 
acquaintances. 

Why may not these bodies, after this appearance, have 
walked back and laid themselves down in their opened 
graves waiting the resurrection of the just? Were not these 
“bodies of the saints” trophies rather than first fruits? If 
ao, they were real apparitions, monumental of the resur- 
rection of the Messiah. 

Now then, this wonderful miracle, like the earthquake, 
the preternatural darkness, the rending of the veil of 
the temple and the rocks, was a mighty testimony to 
the Jerusalemites that in their unbelief they had killed 
the “Prince of Life.” There is no intimation that these 
bodies arose as an escort for the Messiah to heaven. 
Angels could do that office and escort him to the heaven 
of heavens as they will when he returrs, 

What a singular class of witnesses! Bodies of the 
saints released for the time being from the power of the 
grave, walk out on a patrol of bonor and visit many of 
their acquaintances. It is not said that they spoke; and 
if mute, they were moat impressive advocates, A bost 
of dead bodies in awful majesty and in silence, elcquent 
in ita dignity, vieite their contemporaries, demonstrates 
in this singular aod unparalleled sojourn that the earth-

tianity, we have certain stages or gradations.» The 
preaching of John the Baptist; the life of our Lord: 
Jesus Christ—his death and resurrection—his aecen- 
sion, and the baptism of the Holy Spirit ; the spiritual- 
ization of the apostles, arid their confi.ct with the Jew- 
ish sects, Pharisafo bigotry, and Sadducean skepticism ; 
and the struggie of the gospel with the ene 
Gentile idolatry outside of Judea. 

In the eleventh chapter of the Acts of the Apostles 
‘we come to the main division of the book. Lesson 7 
furnishes us with an account of the commencement of 
the spread of the gospel among the Gentile nations. A 
glance at history warrants us in saying at this time, 
“The whole world lieth in wickedness,” and this wick- 
edness, like a monster serpent, is lying outstretched in 
every city, ready to lift its glittering creat and hiss at the 
few noble preachers of the Obrist of God. 

This unfolding of the truth of heaven, and its appli- 
cation to human want,sin,and misery, furnishes us 
with a beautiful picture of God’s love for study and ad- 
miration. In looking upon this beautiful vision, one 
can but behold the unfoldings as the delicate processes 
of nature—the spreading of light—the series of germ, 
bud, leaf, flower, fruit,and seed in the plant. How 
beautifully we can see the forming hand of Deity in 
the spiritual creation! Here we have this new heaven 
of brighter suns, this earth of richer verdure, grander 
loveliness, broader sowing, aad vaster harvest unto 
eternal life. 

At this stage we stand by the battle line of the great- 
eat conflict that the church has ever witnessed in her 
border. On the one hand we have the whole Jewish 
world with the orthodox idea,“We have Abraham to 
our father ;” and on the other, the entire Gentile world 
ready to test the nature and aim of the gospel, confut- 
ing the Jewish fallacy and demonstrating the divine 
impartiality to all mankind ; thus atriking at this error 
of bigotry that has done much to diffuse mists and false 
Jights through whole nations,and mingle a subtle ele- 
ment in the composition of most systems of faith in 
christendom. The Jews contended that the Messiah 
was peculiarly their Messiah; they monopolized ‘his 
religion, and if the Gentiles were to receive a blessing 
it must be by their firat becoming Jews; the Gentile 
neck must still bow to the Jewish yoke of Mosaism, and 
the only way to Jesus was through the temple. The 
disciples were but babes yet, and. could not walk in the 
ateps of the Master; neither could they lisp the giori- 
ous language of love and unbounded mercy in a com- 
mon brotherhoed. 

The Gentiles, on the other hand, when they became 
converts, felt severely the stricture of this Jewish 
bondage. 

The apoatles had become emancipated from this 
galling bondage—Peter by a vision, Paul by a revela- 
tion, and all bya council. They rightfully demanded 
for their converis exemption from this burdensome 
ritual, which neither they nor their fathers could bear, 
(Acts 15:10.) They said that nothing which God bad 
Cleansed—none of his creatures (children), should be 
called “common or unclean.” All national distinctions 
were done away, and all stood on one common plat- 
form. Neither Jew ner Greek, bond nor free, circumcis- 
ion nor. uncircumcision, availeth anything, but a new 
creature; “for all are one in Christ Jesus.” The test 
shall no longer be by forms, ceremonies, and confes- 
sions, but by a living faith sought out in a daily Chrie- 
tian life, 

‘These men of a broader and living faith, representa- 
tives of an august day, holding immortal principtes, 

must not rest in the enjoyment of a Pentecostal revival, 
but, with the power to quicken Israel and a light to 
lighten the Gentiles, they must go forth as witnesses of 
Jesus in all Judea and Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth. (Acts 1: 8.)

We may not be able to tell the names of these noble 


men, cave one from Cyrene called ‘Ludius { Acte: 13:1). 
Bat the more important, fact we have,-viz: 
preached to the Greocians. Greisbach ani others say 
“Greeks,” which means Gentiles: Greqians or Hellen« 
ista might be either foreiga Jewa.or Gentile, proselytes 


to Judaism, Bat in this. case those,. receiving,.the 
preaching of Lucius were Gentiles. Probably they 
were from Cyprus and Cyrene; had, heardol, Peter's 
conversion to the idea.that “God.is no reapecter of.per- 
sons, but that in every nation he thatfeareth .bim and 
worketh righteousnegs is acoepted with him;” how be 
had received « Gentile into the church,,and that which 
came unto one apostle by a revelation, and to another 
by a vision, now impressed those that were origivally 
Gentiles, or had lived.among them, to presch the word 
to the Gentiles.of Antioch. 

This new departure by these brave men was ratified 
by the Lord in a manner, for “a great number believed 
and turned unto'the Lord.” This good news from#o 
important a city, aud being a truth as sweet.ag thé 
dews of Eien and ag pure as the enows of Lebanon; 
could not well beconfiaed to a heathen city.: An event 
so extraordinary must refi2¢tits marvélous:dight on 
the metropolis that had been the scéne of recent peree- 
cutions. No sooner than the aposties heard the glad 
tidings than they must send their good fellowship by a 
fit messenger. 

Barnabas being a Hellenist, a: :Greck-speaking Jew 
(4: 86), and’a eon of consolation, his home formerly was 
in the island of Cyprus, not far: south-west. of Axitioch; 
and having acquaintance in thecity, he was a fit person 
tosend unto the converts, He came and noted the 
work in its nature and magnitade, and beheld the grace 
of God in mercifully admitting the Gentiles also to the 
blessings of the Meséiah’s. kingdom. His. heart: was 
filled with joy that the bands ot Jewish exclusivences 
were not to be tied around the infant church, butto go 
forth in the freedom of Ohrist to convert the world,” 

“He was glad.” What joy comes to all true Curis 
tians when they witness ithe! podring oat of ee 
in the salvation of soulel.: \° . 

When he saw this infantchurch sted: frow sectarian 
bands and walking in the liberty of true sons of God, 
he exhorted them to continue on their way with’s tixed 
mind and determined: purpose to follow out .in future 
conduct this noble plan of life: Barnabas: was “a good 
man,” a ee 
minister of Obrist. 

To be. successful, eminently.so, a ataiter must be 
good, intelligent, pious, and faithful to his important 
calling of God. I have it in my mind that this dear 
brother was an exceedingly sweet-tempered man; his 
very breath was freighted with the divine: epuiienes 
of Obrist. 

Hitherto the light of this Christian hove mpuiit bes 
been confined to natrow dimits, We can ‘follow its 
progress beyond the walls of Jerusalem, but hardly be:

The city Was famous for ita liberality in education 
end thougtit, and for the right of citizenship conferred 
on the Jews by Seleucus, as well as on the Greeks and 
Macedonians; so that here they had the privilege of 
worship in their Own way without molestation. The 
city bas suflered much from the vanity and wickedness! 
itsinhabitants and from earthquakes; but letit be remem: 
bered by ue as the place whére God in his great mercy 
aud wiedom fully opened the, door of salvation to the 
Gentiles; the place where the sweet-tempered Barnabas 
and the intetligént and heroic Paul continued an entire 
year in an extended revival; the place where the leam- 


ers exercised a broader-faith. and exemplified the Chris _ 


life; the place where the disciples under. the preaching 
of the gospel developed into the broader life, the more 
perfect man, so that they-had “the honor of being “called 
Christians firet at Antioch.” “The work had become very 
great on the handa of Barnabas, .Qae. would naturally 
suppose that he would have turned to Jerusalem for the 
noble Peter’s help. I fancy that his mind reverted to 
the playmate of bis youth; to the one of all others that 
he would now like-helpizom.......

Some hold that the name was given to them in derie- 
joo,;and others hold that it was the name designed and 
given by the All Father to those of the early church 
sod should forever remain, the term characterizing all 
that believe on the Lord’s Christ, It is not reasonable 
to suppose that the name originated with the Jews and 
was used by them in derision. In speaking of this new 
gotthey would have used a term much more expres- 
siveol contempt. They used the proverb that no good 
thing could come out of Nasaretb; hence the term “Naz- 
arene,” or “Nuzarites,” 

Furthermore, the Jews would not have called the 
disciples of Jesus by the name “Christians.” The word 
*Oprist” has the same meaning as Messiah, and with all 
their blindness of wrath they would not have used this 
word a8 an expression of contempt to those that they be- 
lieved were following @ false Messiah. 

Neither is it reasonable to suppose that the Christians 
themselves took this name, for they usually spoke of 


thenselvesas “believers,” “disciples,” “brethren,” “saints,” 


ete... Oaly in two places do we find the term Ohristian, 
and in each case there is reasou to believe that it was 
wed by those without, (Acts 26; 28; I. Peter 4:16) It 
ig reasonable to suppose that the namecame by prophecy, 
and waa firat used by the Gentiles a8 a term applied 
to the new church, or a body distinct from the Jew- 
ish sects. 

Let this be as it may, the word “Christ” was constantly 
in their conversation and repeatedly in their letters as 
believers, and ag a title it belonged to him whom they 
avowed as their leader—the one that was crucified, 
now risen from the dead, and by hie invisible power 
they were guided and upheld in all their ways. It.isan 
honored name above all others that can be conferred 
upon mortal man. It suggests to a believer, Redeemer, 
Friend, Lord, and Master; the source of all our blessings, 
the fuuntain of jy and eternal life, 

The closing part of our lesson shows that these first 
disciples were so Ohristianized, so practical, that they 
were worthy of the name CObristians. May all those 
that take the name ever exemplify in conversation and 
business that they too are worthy of the name, that they 
have been and learned of Jesus. .

“Then will 
I go unto the altar of God, unto God my exceeding joy; 
yea, upon the harp will. praise thee, O God, my God.” 
“I will also praise thee with the psaltery, even thy truth, 
O my God; unto thee will I sing with the harp, O thou 
Holy One of Ierael.” “Take a psalm and bring hither 
the timbrel, the pleasant harp, with the pealtery; blow up 
the trumpet in the new moon in the time appointed on 
our solemn feast-day, for this was a statute for Israel and 
a law of the God of Jacob.” “Sing unto the Lord with 
the harp, with the harp and the voice of a pealm, with 
trumpets and sound of cornets make a jeyful noise be- 
fore the Lord, the King.” “Praise him with the sound 
of the trumpet: praise him with the psaltery and harp. 
Praise him with the timbrel and dance: praise him with 
stringed instruments and organs. Praise him upon the 


loud cymbals: praise him upon the high-sounding cym- |, 


bale.” Why multiply quotations? I think it will ap- 
pear quite evident from the quotations given that the 
people of God in David’s day used instrumental music 
in connection with their religious worship; nor does it 

that God was ig anywise displeased with such 
worship. David found it in his heart to build a house 
for God, but left its accomplishment to his son Solomon, 
The building is now about to be dedicated to the Lord. 
What is to be the order of exercises? Is there to be a 
choir and music? Yes; the Levites, with their sons, 
are to be the singers on this important occasion. They 
are to be arrayed in white linen, having “cymbals and 
pealteries and harps; they are to stand at the altar, and 
with them an hundred and twenty priests sounding the 
trumipets.” Such an array of musical talent in our day 
would be called a band, I présume, and would not be 
admitted on such an occasion. 

Question: Was God displeased because they used the 
mtsic? Did he refuse to take possession of the house ? 
The following will tell: “It came even to paes as the 
trumpeters and singers were as ene, to make one sound 
to be heard in praising aod thanking the Lord; and 
when they lifted up their voice with the trumpets and 
cymbals and instruments of music, and praised the 
Lord, saying, For he. is goed;-for -his mercy endureth 
forever: that thén the house was filled with a cloud, 
even the house of the Lord; so that the priest could not 
stand to minister by reason of the cloud: for the glory 
of the Lord had filled the house of God.” 

The coronation of Joash furnishes another occasion 
where music was employed for religious purposes, and 
that, too, with the approbation of a priest acting under 
the direction of God. Josiah, that good king whose zeal 
for God’s glory manifested itself at the early age of 
twelve years, “by purging Judah and Jerusalem from 
their idolatrous worship, breaking down the images of 
Balaam, and even burning the bones of priests who had 
encouraged idolatrous worship, tolerated music by em- 
ploying for the repairing of the house of the Lord those 
of the Levites who. had any skill in instruments. of 
music, 

Not wishing to occupy too much of your valuable 
space, let it suffice that I have not been able to find in 
any part of the Old Testament Scriptures anything for- 
bidding the use of instrumental musio.in connection 
with the worship of God. The objector, while admit- 
ting the fact. that music was used in religious assem- 
blies under the Jewish economy, ie quite ready to forbid 
its use under the new. Those who oppo:e music are 
not willing to allow the Old Testament Scriptures.aa au- 
thority on this question. Why should they not be au- 
thority on this question aa well as authority on other 
practical questiona? _Those who oppose the use’ of 
music in our churches. are under obligations to tell us. 

Leaving the O.d, we will paces on to the New. The 
word music occurs but once in the New Testament 
(Luke 15: 25), and there it is not used in connection with 
temple worship, we are free to admit, That it was used 
to encourage levity and drunkenness, we require the 
proof, Weaver that it was used as ez ive of a fa- 
ther’s unbounded joy for hia long Jost son, as 
in his own words, “For this, my son, was dead and is 
alive again; wha lost and ie found again.” The silence 


of the New Testament touching this matter ig not to bo 
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accepted as proof, If itis wrong for the church mili- 
tant to employ instrumental music in their sungs of 
praise, are not the saints in glory chargeable with sin? 
They are represented by the revelator as using the harp 
in their outbursts of song and praise, When the Lion 
of the tribe of Judah opened the sealed book “the four 
beasts and four and twenty elders fell down before the 
Lamb, having every one of them harps; and they sung 
anew song, saying, Toou art worthy to take the book, 
and to open the seals thereof.” Again says the revelator, 
“And I heard a voice from heaven, as the voice of'many 
waters, and as the voice of great thunder; and I heard 
the voice of harpers harping with their harps,” Again, 
“And Isaw, as it were, a sea of glass mingled with fire; 
and they that had gotten the victory over the beast, and 
over his image, and over his mark, and over the number 
of his name, standing on the sea of glass, having the 
harps of God; and they sing the song of Moses, the 
servant of God, and-the song of the Lamb.” 

From the quotations given above we are inclined to 
the opinion that, so far from the Scriptures forbidding 
the use of instrumental music in connection with re- 
ligious worship, the burden of their teaching is to en- 
courage it, 

How can it be used with profit to the church? Much 
as I admire a thoroughly organized choir, I would pre- 
fer congregational singing, not because the singing is 
more perfectly done; I am sure such can not poxibly be 
the caze. A select number of persons to whom thesery- 
ice of song is intrusted is all right, providing those per- 
sons are suitable persons. Here is just where the trouble 
lies. In organizing a choir there is generally more re- 
spect to musical qualifications than to moral character, 
If choir singing © \ to have a place in the church I would 
have the leader and organist to be members olf the 
church, If possible the whole choir should be professors, 
or to say the least they should possess a high moral 
character. It would be considered very much out of 
place to allow a professed gambler or a common prosti- 
tute to oecupy a position as teacher in the Sabbath- 
school, and yet in some instances such persons are found 
as members of choirs, Where such a state of things 
prevail, I would say, rule out the music, and the choir 
too; it is not for the glory of God. 

It might be urged that music in churches is calculated 
to encourage pride and an unwarrantable rivalry among 
the different denominations as to who shall furnish the 
richest music and the most expensive organ. True, 
there is a shameful waste of the Lord’s money, even in 
the matter of the church organs. The congregation 
worshiping in an edifice containing a fifty-thousand- 
dollar organ will be a little more aristocratic, I grant, 
than one who is accustomed to worship in a house com- 
posed of hewed logs with rough boards laid across blcoks 
for seats. 

The same objection may be urged against the build- 
ing of church edifices. Because one hundred thousand 
dollara are spent in a certain locality for the building of 
a charch edifice, when ten thousand would have. an- 
swered every purpose, shall we say that it is wrong to 
build houses in which to worship Gcd? . 

Another objection brought forward by those opposed 
to music is, that wherever instrumental music ig em- 
ployed in connection with religious worship the choir 
invariably monopolizes the time that could be more 
profitably occupied by the minister; that their elections 
are such as to deprive the congregation from engaging 
in the service of song. Very true, but this is only one 
of those mistakes that need correction and not the fault 
of the music. This state of things wou!d not be likely 
to exist if the leader and organist were members of thé 
church and had the interest of the causeatheart, -This 
is abont as, I would have it: . 

Let the leader and organist both be members of the 
church; let them occupy a prominent position in the 
front of the building; then let all thoss whe are blest 
with the gift of song sit as much togetber as possible, 
making no distinction as to professor or unprofessor. 
Let the selections be euch as all may readily unite in 
singing; then let the minister encourage the whole con- 
gregation to join in the service, a 

This.arrangement would save much of the hard feel- 
ing that too often prevails among regularly organized 
choirs, and silence the objections urged against the use 
of instrumental music in connection with religious sery- 
ices, W. PERcY.:

But my object was not to lecture on either punctua- 
tion or inspiration, but to ask ali the Hxraip family 
to join in a service of sacred song. 

Of course, we will use the GosPEL Hymna; and al- 
though “the committee would be modest in claiming 
for the work unusual merit,” we will not, for, all 
things considered, it is the best book now in the mar- 
ket, in our judgment. 

Well, as such a service ought to begin with prayer, 
tura to No. 563, page 200, Our Lord composed the 
words more than eighteen hundred years ago, but the 
tune or chant was written in the lifetime of some of 
you older brethren and sisters, by one Lowell Mason, 
who was born in Medfield, Mass., in January, 1792, and 
died about ten years since, in Orange, N. J. 

Sing it with deep feeling; remember we are praying. 
Not too loud; God isn’t deaf: 

** Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy asme, 

Thy kingdom come. 

Thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven. 

Give us this day our daily bread; and forgive us our trespasses, as 
we forgive them that trespass against us. 

And lead us aot into temptation, but deliver us from evil. 


For thiae is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever 
and ever. Amen.”’ 


Singing is more than an acquired art; it must be 
the outgoing of a heart full of harmony. Bro. BR. 
Lowrey has caught the true spirit of song in No, 673. 
Bing cheerfully : 

* My life flows on in endless song ; 

Above earth's lamentation, 

I catch the sweet, tho’ far off, hymn, 
That hails a new creation ; 

Thro’ all the tumult and the strife, 
1 hear the music riaging ; 

It finds an echo in my soul— 
How can I keep from singing ?” 


As we sing this sweet song, fond memory brings up 
the loved faces, and voices now hushed, with whom in 
the sweet gone-by we have taken such rare delight. 
Bat we will not mourn, but, turning now to hymn No. 
602, we will sing in subdued, yet joyful, strains the 
“Auld Lang Syne :” 


* But when we cross the sea of life, 

Aad reach the heavenly shore, 

We'll sing the songs our fathers sing 
Transcending those of yore, 

We'll meet to sing diviner strains 
Than those of auld lang syne; 

Immortal songs of praise, unknown

Bluffton.—We began a ceries of meetings at this place on 
Wednesday evening before the third eabbsth in March.

The latter generally build 
about half a mile from town. I know we have churchesin 
a great many of our towns and cities, but why not in all? 
Is it because the doctrine of the Christians will not take 
with the people? We answer, No. Ia it because the min- 
istry of the Christian Church will not compare with the 
ministry of the sects? Wedagain say, No. We flatter our- 
self that we have some as good preachers in the Christian 
Oburch as ‘live in America, And as to the doctrine advo- 
cated by the Christians, Iam confident that there is not a 
religious people on earth who teach a doctrine that will 
meet the mindb-of the people more readily than that advo- 
ested by the Christians whea it is properly understood. 
And why not accept it, when it ls that which Obrist and 








the aposties taught? What, then, is wanting? First, a 
better financial syatem; and, second, a ministry with more 
nerve and energy. When we began our meeting in Blaft- 
ton,:as we much expected, we met with opposition. Some 
of the sects said, “There is no room for the Newlights in 
this town.” There was no room for Ch. ist in the inn, yet 
he came and established his doctrine. They misrepresented 
us, hoping in this way to prejudice the minds of the people 
against us, but it only had a tendency to make the people 
want to hear what we had to say; and when they found we 
preached the gospel in love, and did not try to unchristlan- 
ize other religious people who might differ from us, théy 
went away well pleased. Although there were two other 
meetings in progress in town at the same time, we had oar 
house well filled.

We raised $404, almost all outside of our 
own membership, We think there will be no trouble in 
1aising a sufficient amount to build a church in Biuffton. 
We were assisted in the meeting by Rev. A. W. Coan, of 
Dayton, Ohio; Sister Jeannie Thompson, of Markle, Indi- 
ana; and Rev. D. W. Jones, of Fort Wayne, Indiana, Bro. 
Coan preached the firet two sermons. It is useless for me 
to say much about Bro. Coan’s sermons; suffice it to aay, 
they were excellent and well received, Sister Thompson 
came after the meeting had been in progress about one 
week; she remained about three weeks. Sister Thompson 
isan untiring worker. During her stay she preached some 
as fine sermons as was ever the writer’s privilege to hear.

Within the last fifty years I have heard it said, by 
some of our preachers even, insubstance, “that we are 
a poor and despised people, We are so deficient in 
business affairs that as sure.as we touch anything as an 
enterprise the work fails. Our churches are disorderly 
beyond estimation, and we are little better thana ninny 
people.” 

Jesus says, “By thy words thou shalt be condemned; 
and by thy words thou shalt be justified.” Ministers 
should bear in mind that the people have been in the 
habit, as a rule, of believing what their ministers say is 
true. And it is a probable result of euch words that the 
hearers may conclode that such an ignorant, do-nothing 
people better die out soon, and so they withdraw on the 
testimony of their preachers. I have no doubt some 
ministers, indulging in this worse than nureery talk, 
have driven their congregations away, and they have 
seen their church doors closed against them, 

If these ministers and leading men in the church eo 
talk, it may be for one of the following reasons: 

1, Because they are inclined to the blues on most mat- 
ters, Some men appear to be despondent on all kinds 
of business. Such men are to be pitied. They can not 
help themselves out of this slough, and they ought to 
k iow that they are constitutionally disqualified for min- 
isters. They may be the best read men in the world, 
and have many excellent qualities, but their blues 
make them petulent, hasty, and unfeeling for others. 
Their words are eo shaded that they ruin all fair pros- 
pects. 

Think of Saint Paul standing up in the Areopagus 
and eaying, “Ye philosophers of Athens, be it known to 
you and to all Anthenians that we Christians are a clase 
of.the most illiterate and weak minded men in the 
world, We have rejected the creeds of the Herodians, 
and the Sadducees, and the Jewish sanhedrim; we have 
made quite a noise against creeds,and are as confused 
as the Babelites after their tongues were confounded— 
some cry one thing and some another. We thought it 
a fine thing to adopt the Bible as our creed, but we are 
finding that our “silly women’ have ideas of that book, 
and ovr children are presuming to call some of us 
apostles.in question. And now, dear sirs, eome.of us 
are ceriously thinking of joining you noble philoso. 
phers of Athens. The fact is, some of us.are for gen- 
_ eral measurer, and they work well so long as they can- 

be generals; but the moment they drop down to colonelr, 
captains, or corporals, so to epeak, they are off on a 
tangent, and ride any private hobby that smiles on 
them, So we gc; now this, now that, and, as I have said:

THE WORK OF THE MISSIONARY. 


Bro. Richardson:—Will you please answer through the Hératn 
what is the work of the children’s missionaty? I ask this question 
for the benefit of all concerned. PLEasaNT CLARIDSB. 


Dear Bro. Richardson:—Your ege and experience as a missionaty 
prompts me to ask you to tell us the work of a missionary, and how 
you manage to live and preach to broken- down churches that wete 
not in the habit of supporting the gospel when they were numeric. 
ally strong. P, Kzsk. 

Four questions of similar import from different par 
ties in ditlerent states are not added to this list, and we 
try to anawer all in this article. 

The work of the missionary is to onieth the gospel 
wherever an open door may present opportunity; to 
advocate the Sunday-school work; to visit- the people 
at their homes, and prees the claims of Christianity; to 
encourage the young togecure an education; in short, 
he shouli go about doing good. At the same time lie 
must keep his eyes open to the needs of his own bouse- 
hold, and make provision for euch needs. 

The way I have managed to live in the ministry on 
new and broken-down work is very simple, and easily 
explained: I have two articles in my creed that have 
rendered me valuable aesistance in this matter. First, 
I try to attend to my own business; second, I let other 
people’s business‘alone.. And observation has taught 
me that strict adherence to these rules will meke 
friends, and secure a good report, of men of worth in 
the church, as also of them that are without, The 
missionary must keep his designs, his plans, his work 
to. himself, as the,successful business man would do. 
If he did not, designing men would take advantage and 
destroy the work. This I have learned by experience. 

Let the missiénary go forth in the discharge of his 
duty advocating Bible doctrine, sffirnfing truth in the 
fear of God, and he will be a success,. The sects dnd the 
world Idve truth when presented in love, and they are 
generally as willing, and in many instances much more 
ready to pay for it, than those of our own people, I re- 
member to have preached for a time to a church that 
boasted of what they were doing for their minister, but 
when we came to look where our pay came from, about 
two thirds of the amount was found to come from the 
outside. 

At this writing I am in the employ of three weak 
Christian churches, and» expect to preach to sect con- 
gregations and the world. It is hoped that new or: 
ganizations may spring up and that souls may be saved. 
Missionaries do not always have the most. pleasant sur- 
roundings, neither does their work iu every instance - 
meet the approbation of some of their brethren; and 
sometimes they suffer loss of work and an opportunity 
to secure a strong church for the Christians by putting 
too much confidence in men. My advice to every chil- 
dren’s missionary ie to superintend his own work as he 
roay think best, and leave the result to the Lord, We 
have been reaping, and will continue to reap, if we faint 
not.

MUTUAL PRAYER, 


If the efficacy of prayer as to ourselves be granted, 
its influence upon the case of others is said to be more 
difficult to conceive. This may be allowed without at 
all affecting the duty. Those who bow to the author- 
ity of the Scriptures will eee that the duty of praying 
for ourselves and for others reste upon the same di- 
vine appointment, and those who ask for the. reason 
of such intercession in behalf of others, it is sufficient 
te reply that the efficacy of prayer being established in 
one ‘ase, there is the same reason to conclude that our 
prayers may benefit others as any other effort we may 
as 


It only can be by divine appointment that one crest- 
ure is made dependent upon another for any advantage, 
since it was doubtless in the power of the Oreator to 
have rendered each independent of all but himeelf. 
Whatever reason, therefore, might lead him to connect 
and interweave the interest of one man with ‘he benevo 
lence of another, will be the leading reason for that kind 
of matual dependence which is implied in the benefit of 
mutual prayer. 

Were it only that a previous sympathy, charity, apd 
good-will are implied in the duty, and must indeed be 
cultivated in’ order to it and be strengthened by it, the 
-wiedona and benevolence of the institution would, it is 
presumed, be apparent to every well cultivated mind. 


That all prayers for others must proceed upon a less 
perfect knowledge of them than we have of ourselves, 
is certain that all our petitions must be even in our own 
mind more conditional than those which respect our- 
selves, though many of these must be subjected to the 
principles of a general administration which we but 
partially apprehend; and that all spiritual influences 
upon others, when they are the subject of our prayers, 
will be understood by us as liable to the control of their 
free agency must also be conceded, and therefore when 
others are concerned our prayets may olten be partially 
or wholly fruitless, 

He who believes the Scriptures will, however, be en- 
couraged by the declaration that the effectual, fervent 
prayer of a righteous man for bis fellow creatures avail- 
eth much, and he who demands something beyond 
mere authoritative declaration, as he can not deny that 
prayer is one of those inatruments by which aoother 
may be benefited, must acknowledge that like the giv- 
ing of counsel it may be of great utility in some cases 
although it should fail in others; and that as no man 
can tell how much good counsel may influence another, 
or in many cases gay whether it bas failed or not, so it 
is with prayer. 

It is a part of the divine plan, as revealed in hie word, 
to give many blessings to man independent of his own 
prayers, leaving the subsequent improvement of them 
to himself, They are given in honor of the intercession 
of Corist, man’s great advocate, and they are given sub- 
ordinately in acceptance of the prayers of Chrisi’s 
charch and of righteous individuala. And when many 
or few devout individuals become thus the instruments 
of .good to communities, or to whole nations, there ia no 
greater mystery in this than in the obvious fact that the 
happiness or misery of large masses of mankind is often 
greatly effected by the wisdom or the errors, the skill 
or the incompetence, the good or the bad conduct of 
a few persons, and often of one.

thirty-one wounded at the latter. 

—The Irish convention at Philadelphia 
adopted the organisation of the Nations] 
League of Ireland, and passed resolutions 
making a fierce arraignment of Eagland’s 
rule in the Green Isle. They indorse 
the Parnellite policy, and eschew any 
reference to dynamite as a factor in Irish 
politics. An attempt to discuss the res 
clations seriatim was overwhelmingly de- 
feated, though Congreasman-elect Finer 
ty entered a vigorous protest. Mr, Alex. 
ander Sullivan, of Chicago, was chosen 
president of the new organiz.tion; M+jor 
Byrne, of Cincinnati, vice-president, and 
Mr. Hynes, of Buffilo, secretary. At 
the closing Mrs. Parnell, who was elected 
president of the Ladies’ Lesgue, made a 
short address, and amid great enthusiasm 
placed a wreath of laurel‘on a picture of 
General Washington. The song, ‘God 
Save Ireland,” was sung by delegates and 
audience, and the convention was declar- 
ed adjourned sine die.
